But Believed on Aguin- 
aldo's Track.

Manila, Nov. 21.— Officers and soldiers 
arriving at Oabanatuan from Gen. Law- 
ton's force describe the eompaign as one 
of groat hardships. Many men are 
dropping out sick and are left at various 
towns without adequate supplies and 
attendance, some of thorn making their 
way hack across the terrible roads. A 
number of horses were dying, and many 
of the soldiers and even some officers 
were marching ahead half naked, their 
clothes having been worn to pieces going 
through jungles. Some were reduced to 
breech-clouts and hundreds were bare- 
footed, their shoes being worn out, and 
all living on any sort of provisions. 

Gen. Lawton saw that the campaign 



would involve such hardViip-', but he 
considered it the quickest and cheapest 
way of ending the war. 

The whereabouts of Generals Lawton 
and Young is becoming as mysterious as 
Aguinaldo's. The belief is beginning to 
grow at Manila that Gen. Lawton has 
struck the trail of the insurgent "gov- 
ernment" and is pursuing the ministers 
into the Binquet mountains. It has 
been bus ambition to capture the Filipino 
lenders, and he and Gen. Young believe 
that a cavalry briagde living in the 
country could run them down to any 
part of the island. 

One vague report brought by Spanish 
prisoners is that Aguinnldo and others 
were nearly surrounded by Americans 
soon after the insurgent chief left Tor- 
ino, but he escaped through the lines in 
peasant's clothes. ,

London, Nov. 21. — President Kruger's 
refusal to allow United States Consul 
Macrum to exercise the powers of Brit- 
ish agent at Pretoria hns resulted in 
great disappointment. There were many 
callers at the United States embassy to- 
day, who were informed that the Uuited 
States was no longer able to forward 
messages or secure information regard- 
ing the British prisoners. Though Mr. 
Macrum apparently still remains the 
nominal agent of Great Britain, he is 
practically deprived of all powers per- 
taining to the p;sit!on. 

It is understood that President Krugcr 
objected to Mr. Macrum representing 
Great Britain on the ground that, 
though the United States claimed neu- 
trality, she was prejudiced by her evident 
friendship for Great Britain. 

All communications to the British pris- 
oners now go through the ordinary mili- 
tary channels, which render their ulti- 
mate delivery doubtful, and certainly the 
British government so far has not taken 
any steps to change the present condition 
of the prisoners. 

A government otllcial informed a repre- 
sentative of the Associated Press that 
he did not see any gooil in trying to get 
any other power to act in their behalf, 
as' President Krugcr would doubtless 
! treat its representative in the same man- 
ner that he bad treated the representa- 
tive of the United States. " Moreover," 
j the otllcial added, "it is not likely that 
! President Kruger will be there long. If 
- we dkl ask any other power to act in 
j behalf of Croat Britain it would possibly 
I be Portugal."

•' Oh, yes," replied the Chief, " 1 ve 
eeen that done, too." 

The examination proceeding, the Chief 
said in effect, for it would be Impossible 
in it ncceesarily condensed press report 
to give his testimony in extenso or to 
■follow the manner of its presentation, 
with reference to Constable Llewellyn s 
statement of the meetings with Walker 
near the police station at the coming on 
of the S p. m. watch, that the ex-Ser- 
genut had been uumistn Uably under the 
influence of liquor. He was not in- 
capable, however, and hence witness 
could not class him as drunk. It was a 
matter of distinction. Others miglit 
consider the man as drunk. He might 
have had considerable to drink, but lie 
could walk straight. He was not stag- 
gering drunk. Witness would say that 
he was in a condition of inebriety. 

"You admit that he was in a condi- 
tion of inebriety V" usked .Mr. Briidburu. 

Tile Chief acquiesced. He was pre- 
pared to admit this! allegation of Con- 
stable Clayards, he said in direct reply 
to a question by Mr. Bradburn. lie 
would also admit the assertion of Co.i- 
stuible "Woods an to the two occasions on 
which ex-Sergeant Walker had been seen 
by him (witness! at the police station on 
the going on of the new watch. With 
ipfereuce to Constable Woods' evidence 
in regard to a conversation between 
them on the subject of Walker's intoxi- 
riition, witness denied emphatically that 
he had ever said to this witness or any- 
one else that Walker was always under 
the influence of liquor. Nor had lie 
"ever in his* life" said to Woods in this 
connection that he had belter " keep it 
quiet, or It night gel out." He did not 
recall having ever had a conversation of 
the character alluded to with Constable 
Woods. He did not remember any such 
< onversation during t he progress of the 
Laeosto cane; and be had certainly 
never used such words as imputed to him 
by this constable. 

Constable Woods had never reported to 
him that ex-Sergeant Walker was drunk 
at the Rock Bay hotel. Woods had 
spoken of such an occurrence; he had 
mentioned it verbally, hut. ii was not 
during the Laeoste trial; it was long 
before the Laeoste case; that is, Woods 
had spoken of the matter during the 
'trial of the Laeoste case, but the .alleged 
drunkenness of the ox-Sergeant bad 
been theu a matter of a year before. 
Witness was quite positive that he had 
on tliis occasion used no words to the 
effect or tenor that the constable should 
" keep it quiet," or " say nothing about 
it." or that " it might got out." He had 
never had any conversation of this char- 
acter with Constable Woods. He might 
have said to him when lie mentioned the 
Rock Hay incident: " Yes, possibly he 
was drunk; Unit was a long time ago— 
why didn't you report it in writing at the 
time?" 

By Mr. Powell's request a series ot 
questions were then submitted to the 
Chief, in n ply to which he stated that 
he had been 2.'! years on the Victoria 
police, as chief during the past 11 years; 
and his conduct had never been the sub- 
ject of complaint or inquiry during this 
long period of service. He denied Con- 
stable Olayards' statement that on the 
morning of the Laeoste trial that otllcer 
had informed him that he could not cor- 
roborate Sergeant Walker's testimony, 
and that he received the information 
with a shrug or the shoulders. He denied 
that there had been any conversation 
whatever between Himself and Constable 
CJaynrds that morning on that or any 
subject. lie hail seen Constable Clay- 
arils in the court room, but had nol 
apoken to him. lie denied that it was a 
custom on No. .'1 beat when a charge 
was brought against a house of ill-fal'le 
by a constable's superior officer, for the 
constable on the bent to come to court mi 
the trial of the complaint, unless request- 
ed to do so by his superior ntllcer, with 
mi intimation that he would be required 

to give evidence. Tl Oiustable had 

no right to leave h's heat, ami if this 
should be necessary it was the eoii- 
sta.ble's duty to report to his superior 
officer, which C-layanls hail not done in 
the case in point. Clayards had had no 
right, to sign off duty when he did with- 
out permission; and he had hail HO 
right to come into court unless asked by 
the defence to ntteinl and give evidence 

he had not been asked to do so by the 
prosecution at all. Of course, he might 
come and watch the case lis a spectator 
if he wanted to. Xo con-table had at 
any time made a forinail complaint in re- 
gard to ex-Sergeant Walker's conduct, 
as to inebriety or anything else. His 
own hours of duty wen 1 rom a. in. to 
!l p. in., wh ai he was in his olll -e the 
greater part of the time. Sergeiinl 
Walker and Sergeant Hawton had alter- 
nated watches every two weeks, 

ileplving to the questions of Mayor 
Itedfern, the witness said thai he had 
never known ex-Sergeant Walker when 
on duty to be s<> much under the influ- 
ence of liquor as to he unable to attend 
to bis police dutii-s; that he had never 
known 'him to he in such condition when 
olT duty; that it would lie the duty of a 
constable if he saw another constable or 
a sergeant Intoxicated when on duty to 
report in writing to the witness; that if 
a countable or sergeant were seen in such 
; , condition when off duty a report should 
be made if the offending ntllcer were m 
uniform; that this was part of a con- 
stable's duty; thai h • (the witness) in 
.,11 events Insisted on a written report, 
as otherwise "be would not have a eg 
to stand on." In this ease no constable 
or other otllcer hail made any such re- 
port; he had never had a written report 
against ex-Sergeant Walker. 

"Not from any of these constables wllfl 
have made such positive statements on 
their oath in the witness box'.'" asked 
the Mayor. 

" No," replied the Chief. 

To Mr. Bnidburu the witness said that 
he had never seen ex-Scrgeaul Walker 
staggering. He had not seen It— it 
might have been the case. 

Mr. Htgginrt then commencing his 
.cross-examination, the witness denied 
that he hud had any conversation with 
Constable Oln.vnrds with reference to the 
■ constable's evidence on the occasion of 
the Laeoste trial. 

Asked if he remembered telling the 
police commissioners at a former meet- 
ing that Constable Olnyards had in- 
formed him that he it he constable) could 
give evidence to corroborate that of then 
Sergeant Walker, the Chief replied: 

" 1 never said it." 

Mr. Higgins proceeded to quote Iron; 
the press reports of the police commis- 
sioners' meeting of the lOtll instant, in 
which Chief Shoppard was stated to 
have made the assertion that Colislable 

Clayards had been asked .before he en- 
tered the box if he could give evidence 
in support of B»-gennt Walker's ease. 

The Chief interrupted with the state- 
ment that tb'H yvhb only newspaper re- 



port. He denied that anything of the 
kind hud occurred, and appealed to tlsj 
Mayor to confirm his statement. 

'the Mayor consulted with bis two 
brother commissioners, and they having 
stated that they d.d not remember the 
language quoted to have been used. His 
Worship said that he could not permit 
examination upon this. The statement 
cited mid attributed to the Chief could 
" only have existed in the vivid imagina- 
tion of the reporters or of the person 
who transcribed the report." 

Continuing to reply to the questions 
in cross-examination, Chief Sheppard de- 
nied that it hud ibeon the custom in 
twenty years for the constable on No. 3 
beat to come to court voluntarily in the 
event of a charge being laid against a 
house of ill-fame by a superior ollieer. 
He (witness) had had no intimation that 
the trial of the Laeoste case was likely 
to result in a police inquiry; ex -Sergeant 
Walker's conduct had never been re- 
|K>rted to him — officially; he had s en 
the late sergeant under the influence of 
liquor; lie could not say how many 
times— pei haps twenty times; witness 
supposed some other officers did not like 
the ex-Sergeunt because when he would 
leave drink alone there was no better 
otllcer than he— he made the men work. 

" Did you ever have any reports in 
regard to ex-Sergeant Walker ou other 
matters'.'" asked Mr. Higgins. 

" What other matters " inquired the 
Chief. 

The Mayor promptly ruled the ques- 
tion inadmissible. The commission did 
not: propose to go into generalities. If 
any oilier matters were to be made sub- 
ject of inquiry, a new charge would have 
to be knid, and 'lie commissioners would 
see that it was investigated. 

In reply to a question of the commis- 
sion, the' Chief said that his former 
statement was correct, that he had never 
known of ex-Sergeant Walker's con- 
tained intemperance. This was ruin, 
inasmuch '.is there were times when ex- 
Seigeunt Walker did not take anything. 
He had been aware of the late Sergeant's 
Intoxication. lie had not said that he 
was not aware of it. He had already 
stated that he knew of his drinking, but 
he had not known of him being drunk. 
He had, as he hud said, looked over tin 



ix-Sergeant s 
efficiency. 

The precise 
mis' charge 
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words of Constable Clay- 
being read, the Chief was 
Higgins if this was t rue. 
fhe witness declined to answer this or 
any other further questions. 

Counsel for Clayards then appealed to 
the commission. 

The Mayor ruled that the chief had 
alrendy answered with sufficient explic- 
itness. He bad said that he had seen me 
late sergeant under the influence of li- 
quor; hut lie denied that he Could be 

termed drunk. 

The cross-examination proceeding 
Chief Sheppard affirmed that at the meet- 
ing of tlie commissioners on the Kith 
inst., he had merely been asked if he had 
ever seen ex-sergeant Walker drunk, and 
he had said no. The commissioners had 
never asked him if he had heard of his 
being drunk, lie had never hud u writ- 
ten report with regard to Sergeant 
Walker's habitual intoxication. was 
what he had said. He would not fake 
any notice of any save written reports on 
any subject. 

"Hid not the commissioners ask yon if 
you were aware of Sergeant Walker's 
continued inebriety," urged Mr. Hig- 
gins'.' 

"1 refuse to answer," said the witness, 
supplementing this refusal with several 
observations ; ,s to the uselessness of 
further questioning by the examining 
counsel. 

Mr. Bradburn volunteered Hi 
that it would be better if the 
were answered, he spoke, he said, pur 
for the chief's own good— he was only 
hurting himself. 

"The commissioners only asked me if I 
bail seen Sergeant Walker drunk, and 1 
told them no. That's nil that occurred, 
and that's nil that I've got to say," said 
the Chid'. 

Further questions by counsel for Con- 
stable ClaynriU being met with a further 
refusal to reply, Mr. Br'adburii again in- 
terposed his friendly offices, suggesting 
the wisdom of replying. 

Thus counselled, the Chief replied that 
he could mil remember just what was 
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in him about the late sergeants 
drunkenness, am! he had made some in- 
quiries, but tlie people who made the 
complaints would not substantiate their 
charges; they had refused to put iheii 
charge; in writing; he would nol mention 
lhe names of those who had complained; 
he had had such v rb.il report- from 
tradesmen, respectable I radesineti, but 
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idonee before 
ol s,,y svheth- 
u .-re or not : I heir statement s as 
er having been drunk might be 
n. '.ss hud never seen e.v-sergeanl 
when "drunk" in his life and 
nothwitlistnuding the evidence of 
Constables Llewelyn and Wood-: wit- 
n. ss had never made su -li a remark as 

Constable W Is ascribed to him ; be 

bad never accepted verbal reports; this 
was in accordance with the police rules; 
Walker's inebriety was well known; lie 
had often set n the hit ■ sergeant under 
the influence of liquor.

Higgins, lhe wiiness asserted that ine- 
brietv bad imt been uientioncd iii < 'ou- 
st aide Clayards' letter to the commis- 
sion.

Mr. Bradburn interposed a sug- 
It seem,'!', clear, he said, ,hat 
the Chief was prepared to admit that he 
had seen Sergeant Walker under the in- 
lluenee of liquor, but he wished to draw

fluence of liquor" and drunkenness, 
This was the whole point remaining— for 

the commission to say where this line 
should be drawn. 

The Mavor held that it was a very uir- 
ficull distinction to draw— where "under 
the influence of liquor" ended and drunk- 
enness began. This was shown even in 
the evidence of the constables who had 
appeared before the commission. Con- 
stable Woods had said that ex-sergeant 



Wulker was drunk on the occasion of the 
Societies' Day -celebration; and Con- 
stable Clayards had said that lie would 
uot pronounce him drunk, although un- 
der the influence of liquor, 

"Constable Cluyards' .statement is that 
the chief was aware of ex-Sergeant 
Walker's habitual inebriety," said Mr. 
Higgins. 

"And I say it's a lie," said the child'. 

At the request of Mr. Powell, Mr. 
Bradburn here raised an objection. The 
meaning of the word inebriety not ap- 
pearing dear to the witness, drunkenness 
should bo employed. Personally, Mr. 
Bradburn observed, he regarded the two 
words as synonymous. 

Mr. Higgins on the other hand held 
that n man might he classed us an habit- 
ual inebriate, and it not be understood 
thereby that he was continually drunk to 
the degree of incapacity. 

The Mayor also . again directed utteu-| 
thin to the existiug differences of opinion 
on tlie question of where drunkenness 
commenced. 

Mr. Higgins thought that inebriety 
would embrace all phases and degrees of 
intoxication. 

Mr. Bradburn thought not. He 
pressed, on behalf of Mr. Pi 
jeetioa, arguing that in view of the 
Chiefs explanation of his position Mr. 
Hi - : us should not persist in the use of 
the word inebriety without allowing the 
witness to qualify his replied with an 
explanation of what he understood the 
word to mean.

Everywhere there 
were those who could prove to a demon- 
stration that the Corsican upstart could 
not possibly make any headway iiLrainst 
the nations which were hostile to the 
France, which he had created. They had 
a rude enough awakening from their 
tals. security, anil learned lhat the lies 
spun theories fall to pieces in the face of 
facts. Then, as lately, the critics general- 
ized from insufficient premises. 

Tlic South African war has furnished 
a remarkable object lesson. It has shown 
that the Empire can, within three 
mouths after the breaking out of hostili- 
ties, land an army of 1(1(1,11(10 men at any 
desired point ,m the snrfacn of lb-' habit- 
able globe, and cm follow this up with 
as many men as may bo needed for any 
desired purpose. These oie'i wid be lid 

hi - officer of cxpierence in the field, will 
ho armed with the nust apjirov el modern 
weapons and will be the very host figlii 
ing material. .No othe. nation in the 
world can do this. But this is not all. 
tier fleet will stand ready to nrot.vt he' 
own shores against invaders and h"r cist 
oceau-borne commerce from those who 

would prey upon il. and have sufficient 
force left lo blockade the coast of any 
enemy. This never could be said of any 
other nation since history has been writ- 
ten. 

In mere numbers the armies of each of 
the tirst-clnss Continental powers may 
surpass ours, and we have nothing quite 
similar to their plans for mobilization, 
but in readiness to strike a quick blow 
in any quarter of the globe wo stand 
alone, and in point of ability to carry on a 
lung campaign wo are in a class by mir- 
sol VI s.

We hold this statement to be fully 
warranted by the experience of Canada 
in connection with the Intercolonial, and 
if it is true that the Federal government 
'vouhl not be wise to undertake the own- 
ership and management of railways to 
any greater extent than was forced upon 
them by the original compact between 
tho provinces, it would certainly be very 
unw ise for a provincti situated as British 
Columbia is to embark upon any such 
enterprise. We arc quite aware of the 
fact, that the Manitoba Conservatives 
have taken a position similar to that 
adopted at New Westminster. We do 
not know the local reasons for such n 
step, but their action in no way alters 
the general principle adhered lo by the 
whole Conservative party and so forcibly 
expressed by its leader. 

NAT U II A LIBATION LAWS. 

The aliens residing in the Boundary 
Creek country arc not satisfied with our 
present naturalization laws and want 
tlioni simplified. They are surely i itlll- 
liently simple us they are, If nntnral- 
iznlinn is not worth the little trouble 
necessary lo attain it, it is worth 
nothing ul nil. There is no reason why 
aliens should make this or any other re- 
quest. One of the features of British 
institutions is thai a man, whether sub- 
ject nr alien, may petit ion for anything 
be thinks he wants. But we prolcwt 
against any relaxation of the law on this 
subject. 

The Nelson Miner, in discussing lliu 
above mentioned request, suggests that 
the object of it is to get a lot of persons 
who lire now aliens on tin- voters' list 
before the next election. This cannot 
he legally oen,-, for a mere declaration of 
intention lo naturalize docs not entitle 
an alien to vote. No one lias a right to 
vote in British Columbia if he is not II

Columbia, Nov. 16.— A. heavy full o£

Numerous locations 
have been made and a great deal of de- 
velopment done.
